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Applicant's arguments filed 5/14/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., substantial 
oxidation which causes an electrically insulating effect) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993). 

Furthermore, regarding the applicant's arguments that the oxidation of Shibuta et al does 
not specifically teach the oxidation of only the outer wall of the nanotube, examiner maintains 
the rejection based on the teaching of Shibuta et al. that the surface of the nanotube is modified. 
Additionally, where, as here, the claimed and prior art products are identical or substantially 
identical, or are produced by identical or substantially identical processes , the burden of proof is 
shifted to the applicant to prove that the prior art products do not necessarily or inherently 
possess the characteristics of his claimed product. See In re Best, 195 USPQ 430.
